Parliament bas made betier progress 
at this time than 3 usual, so soon 
after the opening. A large amouni of 
important business has been incroduc- 
ed and pamped through the parliamen- 
tary stages, but the actual work of 
the season will no. begin until after 
the Easter holidays. The House ad- 
journs on Wednesday, tomeet on che 
I@lewirg. Deeday. The prospecis of 4 
very lengihy session are somewhai re- 
daced, by the agreemen: arrived at, 
im regard to the redis.ribution bill. li 
bas been arranged between the go- 
rermment and the Opposition that the 
details of the re division of the Provin- 
ees into consiituencies shall be made 
by a committee of ihe House, on which 
both parties are io be represented, the 
Government of course having the mm- 
jority of one. The Bill Which laid 
down the number of representativerof 
each province, and which contairs the 
general principles to be followed, was 
to have received its second reading io- 
@ay, but at ihe requesi of the leader 
ef the cpposi.ion, -he second reading 
has been postponed unti! afier Easter. 
The redistribution in Oniario wit! be 
a perticularly. difficult maiter. That 
province loses six members, and as 
gopu'ation in tbe nortuern districts 
has increased, it will be necessary to 
take from the older paris of the pro- 
vimee in order to give the new dis- 
ricts their fair ehare of representation. 
It is understood hat the older settled 
parts of Ontario will lose nine 
members. This means thei che seats 
of same Liberak as well as somé Con- 
servatives will be wiped oul, and his 
cannot be done without arousing a 
great deal of personal and sectional 
feeling, It is.a.necessicyof che case 
ane must be faced.
